Chairma from 1946 
to 1946. ‘ : 

One of England's most. brilliant 
political scholars, Harotd Joseph 
Laski wos chalrman of the Labour 
Party when it rode Into power In 
the summer of 1945 to inaugurate 
what he called “the era. of tho 
common man" In Britain, 

Then, satisNed to sce his party 
on its feet, this. practiclng idealist 
welcomed a chance to tranafer 
some of his political responslb{i- 
ties to others so that he could de- 
vote more time to -writing ond 
teaching, He already had pub-

- FINDINGS 

The report of the Arbitrator 
‘in the Dairy Farm dispute 
will no doubt be the subject of 
intensive study not only by 
the partics immediately in- 
volved, and those concerned 
in similar disputes, but by a 
wider public. Professor 
Robertson, In his clear and 
comprehensive report, em- 
phasises that it was no part 
of his task to determine a 
minimum wage. 

The dispute was based on 
the contention’. that the 
workers could not live on the 
existing income. They claim- 
ed an addition to the Rehabi- 
litation Allowance of three 
dollars a day on the basis of 
‘a household ‘budget they pre- 
sented, showing the total in- 
come needed.by a married 
couple with one child ata 
little more than ' $333, The 
Arbitrator found the cost 
would be between $200 and 
$250 a month, Accordingly 
he awarded .an_ additional 
allowance of $30 a month, one- 
third of the amount demand- 


‘led. In doing so, he took both 


-housing accommodation, 
where provided, and tips Into 
consideration.
